Father Jamei V. Cronin, V. O., 
pastor of St. Patrick's chnrch, Thir- 
teenth and Market streets. From 
the opening event on Sunday evening 
until the dose of the banquet on 
Tueadftjr Afternoon there was not a 
hitch in the programme. The Jubl- 
larian was made one of the happiest 
of men by the many tributes of es- 
teem paid him by his flock nni by 
his ecclesiastical coUeasues. 

The celebration opened on Snnday 
night with an entertainment by the 
children. The Childish programme 
-was replete with Irish and American 
songs, dialogues, dances and dramas. 
Bverythlng betokened love of God 
aftd of country. The programme was 
repeated on Monday evening, and 
on both occasions the parochial 
ecboot hall was crowded to its ut- 
most capacity.

VHAT ACTiOM MflLl. K TAIEN? 



The Catholic subjects ot King 
Oeorge V. in Onglaad, Canada, 

Australia, India and South Africa 
are asking the questions, "Will the 
King take the oath that declares 
our faith idolatrousT Will he 
stigmatise millions ot hia most loyal 
subjects as idolatorsT" 

These are vexing questloas in- 
deed, and it seems that the new King 
will have to take the oath on the 
occaelon of his coronation unless 
Parliament comes to his relief by 
abolishing the objectionable clause 
in the coronation oath. He hesitated 
on the occasion of his accession when 
asked to sign a declaration required 
of British Sovereigns, "Must I sign 
this?" he asked. He was told that 
It was required of him, and he 
■Igned. Now he wants to be rid of 
the objectionable oath. His ques- 
tion, "Must I sign this?" reflects his 
lense of religious tolerance and, good 
Protestant though lie is, his disin- 
clination to do anything that savore<d 
of anti-Catholicism. 

Lord Halifax is one of those Peers 
who are strong for the abolition of 
the declaration. "There may be 
an outcry In some quarters If the 
Governm*'nl carry out its Intention 
if bringing In a bill abolishing the 
leclaraton," he writes, "but It will 
')e an outcry of no sort of Irajiortance. 
The only difficulties that can possibly 
arise will be If the Government at- 
tempts to linker the declaration or 
lo substitute another in its place. 
The only wise and reasonable course, 
ts It Is far the easiest, is to introduce 
1 bill of one clause abolishing the 
'leclaration altogether." 

The declaration is an old and 
"ffete thing, Ihe meaning of which 
very few people have any Idea of, for 
'he simple reason they have never 
L;lven it a thought. One of the 
King's Inherited titles Is Defender of 
the Faith, and strange as it may 
seem he has to declare that faith 
false and Idolatrous. The Rev. 
Father Bernard Vaughan, the noted 
lesult orator. Is strong In the belief 
'.hat the mind of the country has at 
laat begun to consider the anti- 
Catholic clauses of the royal declara- 
tion In the light of common sense. 
'History," he writes, "shows them 
to have sprung from the panic and 
religious rancor excited tn England 
by the arch-perjurer, Titus Oatee. 
Reason condemns them as wholly in- 
effective for their purposes, and 
therefore needlessly and gratuitously 
luBu^'iing aMke to ihg monarch and 
bl% loyal CathoUe aabjeeta." 

(Father Bernard Vaughan goes 
itralght and tm^ to the point when 
ae further says: "The declaration, 
u it stands, is a painful reflection 
iipon the intelligence of a civllked 
and enlightened community. If, un- 
der the excitement of panic, some 
excuse may have been found for it, 
none at all can be made for it now. 
The main point now is not whether 
the obnoxious clauses safeguard the 
Protestant succession or not, but 
whether the charge they convey Is 
true. Ir Is that which really matters. 

"Recall the answer of that embodi- 
ment of sturdy nrltlsh common 
•eiiso, Dr. Johnson, to Roswell's sug- 
gestion that the mass wa.=; Idolatrous. 
Slf. there is no idolatry in tne mass 
rhcy bellev(> God to be there, and 
thry adore Him.' So, apart alto- 
gether from Insult to Catholics, our 
monarch has started his reign by 
a declaration which ordinary reflec- 
tion must show Urbe^talM, and this 
in order to prevgUWiUa Catho- 
lic la disguise! VVRnRRM a com- 
pliment to Catholic Integrity!" 



Parliament has resumed Its aee- 
solns; but thus fkr the mooted 
question has not been brought before 
either House. Ot eo«n#i. there will 
be sooie objectioaa tfoti bigots, but 
the balk ot the BritUh people are 
beHer*! t» be too far advanced In 
tolerance to offer any serious objec 
lion to the dclaration. The ellmln 
atlon ot the oAijectionable language 
would make King George none the 
less a member of the Sstabltshed 
Church.

mUtrn Of CHUSTIANITY. 



The Rev. Father Phelan, the ven- 
erable editor ot the Western Watch- 
man, of St. Louis, has challenged 
the world to produce a case similar 
to that occaaioncd by the death of 
the Rev. Father Daniel McErlane, S. 
J., when Inmates ot the Misaourl 
penitentiary took a( a collection for 
a floral -wreath and for a memorial 
mass for the repose oi his soul. 
Father Mc^Brlane had to relinquish 
bis work as a Jesuit preacher and 
teacher many years ago. He was 
given up by physicians as a man for 
whom there was no hope of lAysleal 
recovery. Nevertheless he lived many 
yvirs as a ministering angel to the 
derelict in the St. Louis Jail hov>iUl 
and in the Missouri penitentiary. 
Here s a tribute paid Father Mc- 
Brlane by W. Marion Reedy, editor 
of the 6t. Louis Mirror, a weekly of 
non-sectarian character: 

A man died in th*s town one day 
last week. On another day he was 
hurled, and at the great church 
where the service for the dead was 
Intoned there gathered such a throng 
of people as filled the edifice and 
trickled out Into the surrounding 
.streets. This man was a Catholic 
priest: his name, Daniel McErlane. 

The so-called "lost" were the 
quarry of this loving pursuer. He 
sought out the ruffian in his lair 
brought low by drink or the diseases 
that fluorlsh In the fast life or the 
foul, or crazy blow of aome drunken 
or Jealous suspicious "pal." He 
found the outcast by all others de- 
serted, and comforted him. He made 
real to such men the C!oil who to 
them had lieen iinthinK but an oath. 
He found them riviufr In blasphemy 
and left them murmuring curiously 
half-forgotten prayers. Many of 
them wer'' in ihi- throng at his fun- 
eral. 

I remembere a dear fellow who'd 
gone all the paces and had been told 
by the doctor the end was near. He 
Joked about his coming going and 
jlberf when I asked him If he'd like 
'o see — ■ "A priest, you mean? Not 
for me," he said. And then, one 
night. I dropped around and the 
doomed man lald, "He got me." 
"Who?" 1 Inqul.-ed. "McErlane, tho 
Jail priest. Did you tell him?" I 
■aid I had not. "I believe, by Ood, 
he climbed in through the window, 
this afternoon. I sort of dosed and 
woke up and there he was, sort of 
smilllag and saying, 'Well, I found 
you.' Then we had a talk, and well — 
oh, well! — you know — he got me. 
And. say, d — d if I don't feel better 
for it. When he left I Just told him, 
'Let no guilty man eacape,' and he 
said. 'That's my motto.' " 

How he heard about the plight of 
the boys — and some of the girls — we 
never knew, down there in the realm 
of the rounder and the racketer, but 
he always did, especially If one was 
bom a Catholic and had fallen away. 
He was a large man, or seemed so, 
though he was only a shell contain- 
ing a fine heart and soul, and for 
vears he hadn't more than half a 
lung of his own. He was the con- 
fessor of all submerged St. Txiuls, 
and strange how bllUie he was un- 
der the burdens they cast upon him. 
And when he met you casually at 
some bedside you thought the 
twinkle In bis eye spoke to you, say- 
ing: "Never mind, I'll get you, too, 
some day: so why not come In now." 
You felt he might; even If be had to 
e.ome| In. while you slept, by way of 
the Window.

to the home wherein her name haU 
not been mentioned for years, • to 
die. — the good father was on her 
trail, too, . . . and then she went 
back Into the old, downward way no 
more. Mostly thus he recaptured 
strayed Catliollcs, but many the con 
rerts he made. The man radiated 
so much goodness and love that the 
unhapiiy ones could easily argue 
therefrom Ihe greater, divine good 
ness and love of which he I old them 

Never did Daniel .McF^rlane re 
proach anyone, no matter of what 
the person stood accused. To him 
there w<'re no lost ones. If man or 
woman mocked nlnj. as they did, 
.'iomel lines, he parried with a smile 
and passed on and Ihe mocker was 
ashamed' and so the first barriers 
to that soul were down. I don't think 
Daniel McErlane was much of a 
theologian, or strong on dialectic, 
but he could reach the heart. And 
he did save souls — not alone beyond 
the grave, but here. Indeed, It 
seemed as if In some cases he created 
souls In some men snd women. 

He made men and women ot the 
drega of city life. He was worthy of 
the association of his name with 
those of St. Vincent de Paul, St 
Francis Xavier, St. Francis of Assist, 
and any or all other heroes of 
charity. He wrought miracles — 
least I should so call them — in the 
transformation of brutes Into human 
beings, who'Could love and pray and 
master themaelves against their long- 
faalliar «ad bard-te*be ebrttea de-

Well did he deserve the tribute of 
the poor, the remade broken men. 
the recovered women, in the out- 
pouring at his funeral. Re had 
given bis life for them and their 
kind. He showed In hts own lite 
that Christ was not a figment in a 
fairy tale. He was one who tried 
Christianity and found it to be no 
failure.

Cork is the largest county in Ire- 
land. Its greatest length is from 
Crow Head to Youghal, lOS miles; 
breadth, from the boundary, at the 
Mullaghreirk Mountains to Cork 
harbor is fifty-four miles. It haa aa 
area of 2,890 square miles, and baa 
a population of 495,607. In the 
sixth century St. FInbar founded a 
monastery on the edge of a marab. 
the mouth of the river Lee, around 
which a city subsequently sprang up. 
Hence the name of the city and coun- 
ty. Cork, which the English have 
b'hortened from the Oaellc word 
Corca<>h, signifying a mareh. 

On the whole. Cork is a moun- 
tainous county. The most rugged 
part is the west, where the moun- 
tains generally run la chains east 
and west, forming part of the great 
mountain group that covers the west- 
ern parts of Cork and Kerry. In the 
middle and southeastern parts of 
Cork there are stretches of plains, 
but mountains and hills are always 
In view. Every Island, bay, harbor 
and headland is full of historic In- 
terest. Cork harbor, the opening of 
the river Lee, with a narrow en- 
trance. Is one of the finest and 
safest hai4>ors in the empire. 
Youghal, Klnsale, Clonakllty bay. 
Roaring Water bay, Dunmanus boy 
and Bantry bay are a few of the 
other harbors along the Cork coast 
line. 

The greater part of the county ia 
dralne^ by three wide rinrers, the 
Blackwater. the Lee and the Bandon. 
and their tributaries. - They ran 
nearly parallel, their direction be- 
ing east; and all three bend south 
toward the mouth. The Lee rises in 
the romantic lake of Oougaae 
Barra, and flowing eastward for four 
miles, it expands into the long-wind- 
ing lake of Lough Allua; it oon> 
tinuea along ita eastern course 
through a long and beautiful valley, 
with a continued succession .of 
demesnes and villas and many old 
castle ruins on both sides, till It 
expands into tbe broad Lougb 
Mahon below Cork, when it tuma 
south and enters the Irish sea be- 
tween two headlands. 

In the barony of Duhallow there Is 
an extensive coal field, which Is 
worked at Dromagh, three miles 
.southwest of Kanturk. Copper ore is 
.ilso found In various parts of the 
county'. Tho present county nearly 
coincides with the ancient sub-king- 
dom of Desmond or '.-"outli Misnster. 
Corkalee, the old territory of tho 
O'Drlscolls, originally comprised all 
the southwestern district from 
Cnurtniacsherry bay west to Baatry 
bay. but subsequently it became 
more restricted 

Cork city is oin' of Ihe largest 
towns In Ireland and has a popula- 
tion of more than 80.000. It Is the 
chief trading and commercial city ot . 
the southern half of liclahii It was 
originally built on an Island in- 
closed by the tWo branches of the 
river Lee; but In modern tluie. It 
has been extended far beyond ou/ 
both aides of the river. The city 
has a most picturesque appearance, 
as many of the streets and public 
buildings are built on the slopes or 
crown the summits of the little hilla 
over the river -Lee. 

Queenetow ia the chief town near 
Cork. It has a population of about 
10,000. Its harbor is one of the 
best in Ireland. Other noted towns 
In the county of Cork are Ballan- 
temple. Blickrock, Olanmire, Passage 
West, Monkstown and Toughk.1. the 
one time home of i3lr Walter RaleiRb.' -h. 

Among the residents of Louisville 
who are natives of county Cork are 
the Rev. Father Daniel Gallagher 
David Burke and John Keneflck. 
The latter two are prominent mem- 
bers of Division 4. A O. H.

Jumping on street cara and ateal- 
Ing rides Into the country on rail- 
road trains are other dangcrou<; cus- 
toms of tbe vacation season. Many 
are malned or killed outright each 
aeaaon In this manner. Parenta ought 
to see that their chargeb are In the 
bouse early Id the evening, too. No 
good can come to the ,boy or girl 
who roam* tbe atreeta at night. 

There are plenty of health fi^ 
amuaements for children during tbe 
summer months. Nearly every 
pariah haa Ita picnic or outing. Be- 
sides parents ahonld take ttielr chil- 
dren to the paries of Loulsvllle. 
There are plenty of free parks and 
lots for them to aee. It la not neces- 
sary to burden children with booka 
during vacation, but to study the 
habltfl of birdF, the growth of 
flowers, plants and trees Is helpful 
and a delightful relaxation.

Gifford Pinchot, who has done so 
much for the conservation of Ameri- 
can forests, and bonce to uphold the 
Interests of the American people, has 
thia to say regarding party lines a 
party leaders: 

"When political parties come to be 
badly led, when their leaders lose 
touch with t^e people, when their 
object ceaaes to be everybody's wel- 
fare and beromes somebody's profit, 
it Is time to change the leaders. One 
of the most Bigniileant filets ot the 
time Is that the professional poli- 
ticians appear to be wholly unaware 
of the great moral change which has 
come over political thinking In the 
laat decade. They fall to see that 
the political dogmas, the political 
slogans, and the political methods of 
the past general ion have lost their 
power, and that our giteople have 
come at laat to Judge ot polities by 
the eternal rules of riglit and wrong. 
.\ new 'life Is stirring among the dry 
bones of formal platforms and arti- 
ficial iasnes. Morality haa broken 
into polities. Political leaders, trust' 
bred and truat-fed, find It harder and 
harder to conceal their actual char 
acter. Tbe brass-hound collar of 
privilege haa become plain upon their 
necks for all men to see. They are 
known for what they are, and their 
lime Is short. But when they come 
to be retired It will be of little use 
to replace an unfaithful public ser' 
vant who wears the collar by an- 
other public servant with fhe same 
collar around his neck. Above all, 
what We need in every olfice Is free 
men repreaenting a free people."
